Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 21-28, drawn to an electrode, classified in class 429, subclass 218.1. 

II. Claims 37-40, drawn to a cathode, classified in class 429, subclass 221 . 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Group I is drawn to an electrode which cannot be formed by a thermal spray process 

while Group II is drawn to a cathode, which cathode is formed by thermal spraying. Thus the 
two groups are directed to different electrode materials. 

This restriction requirement is being made because of the above new reason for proper 
restriction between the two groups. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their different classification and recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
